No man strikes or kills another without a 
motive. Individual persons do not murder for 
amusement, though governments and nations 
4o. And the fact is, that terror of punishment 
ceases to have any effect just when it is most 
needed, that is to say when the passions are un- 
‘duly excited. Indeed it has no such result as 
Prevention at any time that personal safety is 
jeopardized. Men are not restrained from mur- 


der by the fear of external punishment, but by 


the internal governor. Just to that degree in 
‘which a consciousness of the divine government 
is developed in the ipdividual is he restrained 
from destruction, violence, or wrong to his 
neighbors. There is no other preventive of 
crime. We may goon, as nations have gone 
on, to add capital offence to capital offence, 
making so many crimes punishable by death 
that the whole code is wet with human blood, 
and one would think the hangman enacted the 
laws ; but in the way of prevention all this is 
vain. Nations have done this, they have built 
Up systems which by their spirit we might sup- 
Pose had been dictated by Jack Ketch and his 
Sssociates. And what has been the conse. 
quence? Surely not an increased protection to 
Persem and property. No; but such an utter 
Fepugnance to have any participation in so san- 
Suimary @ scheme that innocent victims have 
rather been coatent to remain 
the depraved than proseeute 


however, beneficially escaped from this unwor- 
thy predicament, and it is nota very profound 
foresight to prophecy that we shall soon be rid of 
the one in question. We prefer a voluntary 
church as the only true church. We shall short- 
ly devise a voluntary political organization as 
the only true State. Human beings, we are 
now convinced, cannot be rendered more fit for 
heaven by human coercion; neither can they 
by such a contrivance, be better qualified fora 
true life onearth. In fact, the goodness and 
qualification for one are the same as for the oth- 
er. They both spring from one sentiment, from 
one state of being. They both originate in the 
religious nature in the human sonl. This na- 
ture above all others, is out of the reach of ex- 
ternal power. Government may !ay hold of 
men’s bodies, their carcasses they may impris- 
on, and even their minds they may, by educa- 
tion, do something towards impressing with 
particular doctrines, and, through public opin. 
1on, some influence is occasionally produced on 
the sympathies and moral sentiment. But, for 
the latter, the contrivances must be very deli- 
cate and their appliance very quiet and subtle, 
or they will fail of their end. And for man’s 
religious being, for the inmost nature, the deep- 
est good within, coercive government ever has 
and ever must fail. The sensitive plant coils 
up not more quickly athuman touch than does 
the religious element on the application of the 
smallest particle of violence. Not only politi- 
cal government, but social force, the power of a 
sect, shall in vain assault the sacredness of soul.
